Retailers applaud check laws 


Illinois retailers now have greater support from the state’s 
laws against bad check writers, thanks to a bill signed by Gov. 
James Thompson. 

Senate Bill 125, sponsored by Sen. John Davidson, R-Spring- 
field, toughens retail theft sentencing statutes by prohibiting a 
sentence of supervision for a second or subsequent conviction 
within five years. 

The law also helps retailers by closing a loophole in the civil 
collection of bad checks. Previous statutes required the receipt of 
a notice sent by certified mail to the writer of the check and a 
seven-day grace period prior to prosecution. 


Experienced bad-check artists evaded the law by simply © 


refusing delivery of the notice. Proof of mailing now satisfies the 
prerequisite to prosecution.

A similar expansion 
request was denied by the coun- 
ty two years ago. 

The county in November com- 
missioned SURDEX Corp., a 
Chesterfield-based aerial topo- 
graphic mapping service, to pre- 
pare aerial maps of both the 
Cahokia Road facility and a 
landfill’ located on Chouteau 
Island operated by Waste Man- 
agement Corp. to find out wheth- 
er the firms were ex: i the 
maximum heights permitted. 

The mane for the Cahokia 
Road landfill were received by 
the county’s planning and zoning 
office last Friday. 

According to county environ- 
mental control committee chair- 
man Dick Worthen, D-Alton, the 
maps show that the company 
has exceeded its maximum per- 
mit height by as much as 15. feet 
in some portions of the 30-acre 
landfill. 

Ken Mensing, a spokesman for 
the Tlinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency in Collinsville, 
said Wednesday that the peak 
height for the landfill in the per- 
mit is listed as 535 feet.

From time to time, taste it and 
tést its heat (picante). The chili 
Peppers chosen will make the 
difference. Some are hot, some 
mild. mney can be purchased 
fresh or ed at Mexican and 
Spanish stores or in the specialty 
feod section of large supermar- 
kets. A convenient way to add 
peppers to chili is to make them 
mto a puree, then add them 
gradually to the pot. 

Commercially prepared chili 
powder —a mixture of chilies, 
eumin, oregano, garlic and 
galt — can be a handy alterna- 
tive to chili peppers. 

The recipe here features a 
delicious meatless chili. It is 
designed to be moderately spicy, 
but those who prefer a milder 
dish simply can use less cayenne 

epper. This chili can be a meal 
citself because the rice and 
youurt combine with the chick- 
peas, known as garbanzo beans, 
to.make a complete protein. Cool

round out the meal.
